JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by the present mail extend only to the 14th June, but 
via San Francisco we have despatches to the 22nd. The London 
mail of May 6 arrived out on the 19th June. 

The Japan Weekly Mail of June 18th furnishes an analytical 
summary of the Trade of Japan at all the open ports, distinguish- 
ing the foreign or direct trade from the local trade of each port. 
The latter, according to this statement, would appear to be chiefly 
confined to the redistribution of foreign goods, which it may be 
presumed have already been entered in the returns of the direct 
trade, and it is probable that no inconsiderable portion of the 
native produce carried between the open ports in foreign vessels 
is intended for reshipment, and is eventually included in the direct 
exports to foreign countries. It may be doubted, however, whether 
@ correct estimate can be found from the Custom-house books of 
the extent of the local trade which affords such extensive employ- 
ment to foreign shipping in Japanese waters. The marked dis- 
parity observable between the quantities of foreign goods stated 
to have been shipped from Yokohama to other ports and then re- 
turned as received at the latter, is sufficient to denote a very im- 
perfect system of record in respect to these reshipments.

The Shipping Returns show a remarkable increase in the em- 
ployment of foreign tonnage in 1869. British tonnage it will 
be seen has been more than doubled during the year, having ad- 
vanced from 496 ships of 192,185 tons in 1868 to 897 ships of 
410,105 tons in 1869 ; while the shipping of other nations has 
increased from 461 ships of 389,581 tons in 1868 to 713 ships of 
659,293 tons in 1869. The large capacity of the Pacific Mail 
steamers contributes materially to the augmentation of American 
tonnage. The total tonnage entered at all the ports under all 
flags in 1869 amounted to 1,610 ships of 1,068,107 tons, as against 
957 ships and 582,396 tons in 1868. .

HIOGO. 

The Hiogo News describes the last meeting of the municipal 
Board as more interesting than usual. The resolutions calling for 
plans and estimates for the extension of the roads and drains, 
and for building suitable municipal premises, naturally result 
from the council being placed in additional funds by the late land 
sale, amounting to 105,613,84, exclusive of the annual 
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ground-rent. Although we ‘do not anticipate any such reckless 
expenditure of funds as the council at one time appeared disposed 
to indulge in, we yet regret to see some considerable desire evinced 
to get rid of the haul which Providence, and rather too anxious 
bidders, have placed in their net. We feel it incumbent upon us 
to remind the members of the board that the money can be easily 
exhausted, and not so easily replenished ; when the present supply 
is spent they have no power to raise more. 

Lot No. 27 on the Foreign Settlement, Goilheat ere | 3184 tsubos, 
was offered at public auction by Messrs. Wainwright ahd Co., and 
after some spirited bidding was knocked down for $1,700 (Mex.). 
This lot cost about $860 (Mex.) at the land sale in June last year. 

The ballot closed at the various Consulates for a member of the 
Municipal Board for the unexpired term of Ryle Holme, Esq., 
who has resigned, in consequence of an intended lengthened al 
sence from the port. Franklin Blake, Esq., was duly elected, all 
but unanimously, having received 51 votes out of a total of 60. 














NAGASAKI, 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, VIA SAN FRANCISCO.) 
June 14, 1870. 

The French mail of 17th!March and English mail of 22nd April 
have been received. 

As yet we have had but little rain, but sufficient to relieve the 
minds of the natives, who were beginning to get very anxious 
about their grain crops; it is also a source of satisfaction to 
the residents, as another year of failure would be as great a mis- 
fortune to foreigners as it would to the natives. The natives account 
for the bad state of trade by saying that, owing to the high price 
of food, people have no money to pene for clothes ; but this com- 
plaint must shortly (if it has not already) cease, as the quotation 
to-day for Saigon Rice is certainly not over $2} to $24 per picul. 

Some new tea has arrived here, but at present no settlements 
have been made, as the teamen say they cannot sell at the prices 
offered them, which show 4 considerable loss on prices ruling up 
country; but these statements, I am inclined to think, are greatly 
exaggerated, and it suits their purpose to spread these reports, as 
it often leads buyers to give higher prices. 

You will see that the editor of the Vagasaki Shipping List has 
an article on the Chinese at this port, who are weally gettin 
all the business away from foreigners. It contains a great dea 
of truth, but is incomplete without an addition, which I will now 
make :—“ They not only smuggle, and thus defraud the revenue 
of Japan, but they even carry this game as far as to infringe that 
of America. The modus operandi is this—say a Chinaman is 
about to go as a passenger iy one of the Pacific mail steamers, 
he takes charge of all the letters of his ‘cousin brothers,’ who 
are on these occasions a very numerous body, as relationship is 
admitted under very extraordinary circumstances.” I have no 
doubt that large numbers are conveyed in this manner, as a short 
time since I met a Chinaman carrying a lot, on which the postage 
would have amounted to several dollars ; and I made the remar'c 
to him that they bore no postage-stamps, which he accounted for 
by saying that “a friend brought them over in his box ”—a pro- 
ceeding which I should say would not be agreeable to the Postal 
Department at Washington, who pay a large annual subsidy for 
the service. 

The affairs of the Club seem to be the source of trouble to some 
of its members, and it is not to be wondered at, considering that 
the building in which the bowling-alley was situated has been 
taken down, and no provision made for the members during the 
rebuilding of the new one ; who are thus deprived of the use of 
the alleys, but who I presume will be called upon to pay their 
‘full subscription” as usual. The shareholders who benefit most 
have completely ignored the interests of the ordinary members 
who mainly contribute the dividend. “An Indignant Member” 
is complaining in the Nagasiki Express about the way in which 
the Club library is managed, and states that books belonging to it 
are to bo found in nearly every hong in the settlement, and some 
have been there for years—this statement is to a great extent 
true. He also asks what does Mr. Stone the manager do all day 


long. 

‘The British barqueAzecs, with coal from Sunderland, arrived on 
the 2nd inst. 

The North German barque Alida has taken berth for London at 
current rates, which are quoted £3. 10s. per ton of 50 feet. 

The North German barque Catherine, Capt. Molsen, which arrived 
here on the 9th inst. in ballast from Yokohama, was discovered to 
be on fire about one o'clock in the morning of the 10th. It broke 
out in the cabin, but was extinguished aftera quantity of wearing 
apparel and furniture had been consumed. The origin of the fire 
seems to be unknown.

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SHANGHAI. 

Dates by this opportunity extend to the 16th June. The Lon- 
don mail of 6th May was looked for on the 20th. The North 
China Herald has the following account of the disturbance at 
Nanking, which was telegraphed, and its importance overrated. 

From Nanking we have news of intense excitement against 
foreigners ; and here, again, kidnapping children is the cause. 
Five men have been beheaded for this crime, and for selling the 
eyes and other parts of their bodies to the missionaries. To such 
a point has the excitement reached, that the people have signified 
their intention to shut their shops on the 4th of the current 
Chinese moon, and not to open them again until the missionaries 
have been put out of the city. It was rumoured that the mis- 
sionaries hal left. The Mandarins, though apparently anxious to 
allay the excitement, do not go the right way to work, and rather 
increase than diminish it. Unless they succeed better before the 
examination comes on, it may be taken as nearly certain that a 
yiot will occur ; and the danger even now is imminent. We are 
not exaggerating, and rely fully on our information, when we say 
that the presence of a gunboat off the city is needed ; and that it 
would be well the Dwarf should go to Nanking, instead of pro- 
secuting her intended trip to Chefoo. 

A correspondent at Tientsin writes:—There is no news from 
Kansuh and Shensi ; but certain it is that the fighting there is 
assuming greater dimensions. It is difficult to get reliable infor- 
mation from the seat of war. There are many in Tientsin 

amongst the Chinese) who have relations and friends with the 

perial army in the field there, but not one, strange to say, has 
heard or received intelligence thence since a year and a half. 
H. E. Chan-how was robbed of Tls. 2,000 the other night. Thieves 
broke into his treasury. For some time there have been certain 
people in the habit of kidnapping children. The interesting fact 
connected with this circumstance, as the Chinese tell it, is that the 
children are allured by sympathetical means, the children follow the 
men whether they like or not. On the 14th June three of these 
fellows were caught, and as they were transported to the Yamen 
for trial, they were lynched by the incensed and furious mob, and 
nearly half killed. What they are doing with these children 
thus captured I have not been able to ascertain. Trade is in an 
awful plight ; the ‘godowns are full of goods, and it becomes a 
serious question where to store the new supplies. Ever at the 
reduced rates now ruling it is difficult to move off imports. 


We hear than an office was opened at Soochow, and one outside 
the new north gate, at Shanghai, for sales of office, to get money 
for military purposes in Kweichow. Formerly, those who gave 
in their names and money received only a receipt for the same, 
and had to wait for order from Peking as to appointment to office; 
but now those thus contributing will receive both a receipt and 
an immediate appointment. 


So far from being ruined by the competition of ocean-going 
steamers, the vessels of the two river steamer companies appear to 
be doing more work than ever. The Moyune brought down some 
20,000 packages of tea from Kiukiang, and reports any quantity 
more awaiting shipment. It is to be hoped that the large ar- 
rivals in Shanghai will tend to lower prices. 

We notice from the Customs Gazette that the Amoy Custom 
House is being pulled down, with a view to the erection of a new 
one. We wonder when a similar improvement will be effected in 
Shanghai. The present building is certainly picturesque; but 
it is ricketty, draughty, and inconvenient. 

The Chinese authorities in Formosa are causing new trouble by 
insisting on foreign vessels chartered by Chinese paying a mast- 
taz (that is,so much for each mast),in addition to the treaty 
tonnage dues. Native vessels pay this mast-tax. The foreign 
vessels on which the impost had been first tried being American, the 
dispute was referred to Mr. Legendre, U.S. Consul at Amoy, who 
communicated with the Viceroy on the subject. The latter, in 
council with the Commissioner of Customs at Amoy, decided that 
the impost must be paid. Mr. Legendre demurring, the matter 
has been referred to Peking. 

We learn that Capt. Howlett, who hasso long and successfully 
commanded the 7'%nsin, has been compelled to retire temporarily 
by ill-health, and that his place has been taken by Captain 
Blatchley, late of the Glengyle. 

The News Letter (American) has the following on the U. S. 
navy in China :—in 1867, under the late Admiral Bell, with his 
war-famous flag-ship, the Hartford, and afterwards under Admiral 
Rowan, with the equally fine man-of-war, the Delaware, madc a 
formidable array of Uncle Sam’s fighting material in these seas. 
Where is that noble squadron now? Its leader, Admiral Bell, 
with Lieutenant Reed and a boat’s crew, drowned off the Osaka 
Bar in Japan. Captain Williams and his brave officers with the 
Oneida, sunk beneath the waves in Yokohama Bay. ‘The Jdaho, 
nearly Jost in a typhoon, put back dismasted from sea, and con- 
demned in Japan. The Aroostook, condemned and sold in Japan. 
Unadilla and Maumee, condemned and sold in Hong Kong. The 
Monocacy, on the Japan station, and the Ashuelot, on the Hong 
Kong station, are now all that are left of that proud fleet. The 
rest, as can be seen, are lost or gone homeward, broken up, sunk, 
or soll; a. p. 1870! Truly a flattering picture for foreign 
nationals in China to look upon. No wonder that an American 
Minister to Chins, within the past three years, had to creep 
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through the gates of Peking as the servant of a member of his 
travelling party. 

The Cycle is constantly affording us reason to be gratified at its 
existence. It is fulfiiling the purposes we expected, and is pre- 
senting in every issue so far explanations in the nature of defence 
against foreign misrepresentation or ignorance, or both combined. 
We have already noticed its article on the Transit Dues. The 
Treaty of Tientsin provides that one payment, at the barrier or at 
the port, shall exempt goods from all further inland charges 
whatsoever. This the Cycle asserts was nevor intended, inasmuch 
as it interfered with the discretionary power of the inland Gover- 
nors “to raise money according to their several requirements,” and 
as the proposed Supplementary Treaty was intended in some way 
to remedy this grievance, it of course is advocated by our contem- 
porary. The foreign merchants object to this revision of the ori- 
ginal Treaty, and they now know, upon the best authority, what is 
the case they are fighting with. The Cycle says, in effect :—* We 
know we signed a Treaty: but we never intended that it should 
bear the interpretation which you have placed on this portion of 
it.” And then the Cycle proceeds to advocate the barrier system, 
which the foreign merchants oppose. 

The ews Letter further says :—We hear that owing to the pre- 
occupation of Congress, Consul-General Seward finds himself de- 
tained in Washington for at least another month. He had, until 
the arrival of the last mail, been expected on July 4, and prepara- 
tions were being made to welcome him by firing @ salute of 100 
guns in front of the Consulate. 

The General Sherman Corean affair is, we hear, to be made a 
subject for action by the American Minister at Peking, Hon. 
Mr. Low, so soon asthe flect under Admiral Rodgers arrives in 
China waters. We trust that the new squadron will not rendez- 
vous in Hong Kong, under the delusion that that port is China, 
A station at Hankow, and one at Tientsin are among the absolute 
needs ; not to speak of Shanghai, and other treaty ports, hereto- 
fore rarely visited by our men-of-war. The Tientsin station should 
be held by a steamer of sufficient power and speed to be of service 
to our Minister at Peking in time of need. 





HONG KONG. 
Dates by this mail are to the 23rd June. The London mail of 
13th May (French) arrived out on the 20th June, with telegrams 
to the 4th. 


The Overland China Mail has the following :— 

A change is apparently impending over our police system ; Mr. 
Creagh, who has been Acting Superintendent for many months, 
has obtained indefinite leave of absence—not to put too fine 
a point upon it—and has been succeeded by Mr. T. l’itzroy Rice, 
a gentleman who has had much practical experience in the police 
forces of Victoria and the Mauritius. It is significant, as fol- 
lowing closely upon the departure of Sir Richard MacDonnell, 
that a piratical attack has been made in the harbour by one 
Chinese junk on another; the matter is undergoing inquiry be- 
fore the Coroner, a Chinaman having died from wounds received 
in the attack. 

The present movements of the American squadron in these seas 
are associated with circumstances of more than usual interest, if 
the information which has reached us is, as we believe it in the 
main to be, correct. The flag-ship Delazare, Capt. Earl English, 
bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral S. C. Rowan, will leave here for 
Singapore on the 16th inst., where she will remain until the arrival 
of the relieving squadron under the command of Admiral John 
Rogers. The flag-ship Colorado is expected in Singapore about 
the 1st of August, having left New York on the 9th of April. 
The Colorado is a fine first-rate, with full steaming powers, and by 
far the most powerful armed vessel the United States have ever. 
had in Eastern waters. The Benicia, a new second-rate, ship- 
rigged, with auxiliary steaming powers, of the same classas the 
Hartford, which bore the flag of two flag officers on this station, once 
in 1859 and again in 1866; the Aduska, also a second-rate, but with 
full powers, and the first of her particular style that has been putin 
commission, and the Pallas fender (despatched via the Suez Canal), 
will constitute the subordinate vessels in the new Asiatic squadron. 
A full battulion of marines (distributed among the vessels), and 
several batterics of field artillery, accompany the squadron. On the 
arrival of Admiral Rogers, the sale of the Jfonocacy and Ashuelot will 
probably take place, as the Government has no further use for ves- 
sels of this class. We arc informed that an expedition to the Corean 
group, consisting of a combined force of British, American, French, 
and Japanese vessels, will take place during the present year, and 
that Eepara tious ona large scale are taking place in Japan to 
enable the Mikado to supply his contingent. The Americans have 
the General Sherman acess to punish, the French the murder of 
their missionaries and the repulse of their expedition to avenge ; 
while Japan has some alleged treaty stipulations to enforce. We 
believe it is probable that some sort of demonstration is contem- 
plated, especially on behalf of the American and French Govern- 
ments. 

A letter from Her Majesty's Consul at Canton says that the 
Chinese Government had done all they could in searching out and 
punishing the perpetrators of the piracy on the Crofton, which 
occurred a few months since off Macao. 

We regret to hear of the death of Colonel B. P. Chenoweth, 
United States Consul at Canton, which event occurred on the 21st 
of June. 
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We regret to hear that Mr. W. H. Dalmeida died very suddenly 
at Shanghai, of typhus fever. Mr. Dalmeida was an assistant in 
one of the principal American houses here, had been a resident of 
this colony since 1860, and was very generally respected and es- 
teemed in our community.

It is said to be a fa- 
vourite way of disposing of the broken fragments of silver which 
accumulate in the Chinese hongs, and are too small to be used as 
objects of barter, without risk of loss, while the percentage of 
alloys amply repays the cost of “minting.”

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The following is a summary of the report read at the half- 
yearly meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, held on the 14th 
June, Mr. J. B. Taylor, vice chairman, presiding :— 

The Commercial Expedition ¢ Mr. ‘Mosa.The report states 
that, personally, Mr. Moss raised $2,010, making in all $4,010, 
for the expenses of the expedition. The expedition started from 
Canton on April 26, but no intelligence has as yet been received; 
£800 was spent for outfit, and $1,700 was taken to defray the ex- 
penses, a sum of $1,510 being left in hand. 

Postal Communication with Foochow.—This paragraph contains 
simply a notice of the refusal to facilitate regular communication 
with Foochow. 

Tea Freights.—A reference was here made to a reply forwarded 
to the General Shipowners’ Society of London, on the question of 
unequal freights at different periods of loading. 

Chopped Dollars.—An attempt has been made to do away with 
the mutilated currency here and at Canton, and a correspondence 
took place between the Chamber, the Colonial Secretary and Consul 
Robertson. 

Room of the City Hall,—At a monthly rental of $75 per month, 
the Chamber congratulates itself upon being in possession of one 
of the finest offices in the colony. 

Stocks.—In view of the satisfactory result arrived at by the 
last trial to obtain quarterly returns of stocks, another attempt 
‘was suggested at the end of the present quarter. 

The Chamber's Market Circular Is still being published and 
improved.

J.C. Whyte, and J. J. Francis.

Money was easier amongst the natives, but, in the utter 
absence of demand from the consuming marts, the dealers had been afraid 
to buy; whilst a rapidly advancing sterling exchange, coupled with ex- 
tensive forced sales by one tirm had given a marked impetus to realisa- 
tion, and nearly every article of import had declined materially in price. 
Grey Shirtings: Large quantities of mildewed Shirtings offering at re- 
duced rates. Some sales of 8} Ibs, good makes but mildewed, at 
Tis. 2.1.7 to 2.2.1 per piece. For other weights inquiry was small, and 
the few sales reported show a serious decline on last mail’s quotations, 
White Shirtings, T-Cloths, Drills, Jeans, and in fact almost every de- 
scription of Cotton manufactures, were as a drug on the market, and 
could not be sold saving at a concession to buyers. Fancy Cottons: No 
business.

T-Cloths, 500 pieces, 6 Ibs., $2.10 per 
piece ; 8,550 pieces, $2.40 to 2 65 per piece; 200 pieces, 8 lbs., $9.90 per 
piece. Lead, 1,500 pigs, $7.25 per picul. 

CanTon.— Lead was in heavy stock, and there being considerable pres- 
sure to sei, prices had suffered a decline of 25c. to 80c. per picul. Quick- 
silver, on the other hand, had slightly improved. Sales:—Lead, Common, 
1,400 piculs, $6.15 to 6.20; W. B., 200 piculs, $6.35 to 6.40; Quick- 
silver, 200 flasks, $68.60 to 69.50. 

Honc Koxe.—Until within a few days preceding the departure of the 
mail dulness continued to prevail to as large an extent as bas been re- 
ported for some time past. The attention of dealers ‘was entirely confined 
to the auction sales, which continued without intermission, but subse- 
quently stocks were so largely added to by arrivals per steamers via the 
Suez Canal, that some importers grew anxious to sell, and in order to 
effect sales reduced their prices for Grey Cottons about 5 cents per piece 
all round, and a fair amount of business then resulted. In Yarns and 
Woollens very little had been done, but prices must be considered nomi- 
nally weaker. Cotton Yarn: Sales had been almost entirely confined to 
16-24’s, of which one special kind had been in request. Of these counts 
stocks were by no means heavy, and rates were generally upheld. 28-32's, 
on the other hand, were plentiful, and there was but a small demand for 
them. Of 38-42's large additions to stocks had been received from Singapore 
and other places, so that quotations were lower, and sales very difficult to 
effects. Grey Shirtings: The arrival of the steamer Priam with large 
supplies on board caused parcels of both 7 lbs and 8.4 Ibs. to be forced 
on the market at reduced prices, and sales resulted to a fair extent. At 
auction prices had improved, owing to the increased attendance of country 
dealers. White Shirtings: Small sales only at about previous quotations, 
Grey T-Cloths: More inquiry after the finer qualities of 7 lbs., and 
holders had taken advantage of it to lighten their stocks. Common 
qualities declined in value to the Jow figure of $2.02} per piece. Other 
makes are very quiet and call for no remark. Grey Twills: Dutch 
makes had been forced off at miserably low prices; English and Ame- 
rican do not figure amongst the fortnight’s sales. Dyed and Fancy 
Cottons: Only a little business doing. Woolen Cloths: Without any 
special inquiry there had been little done, viz., a sale of Superfine, 
Dark Blue, at $3.15 per yard, and of Medium Assorted, at $1.45 
per yard. Spanish Stripes: The only reported transaction is a sale 
of the heavy German quality at 91 cents per yard. Long Ells: A small 
lot of H Scarlet forced off at $7.05 per piece. Camlets: Sales of 3S 
quality in assortments more or less suited to the wants of dealers at 
$14.50 to 14.80 per piece. A transaction in S quality at $15 per piece 
involves a reduction upon quotations, Lastings: Uninquired for. Metals: 
Nail Rod Iron: Unchanged. ; it was evident that the Chinese were work- 
ing upon the stocks they had had the means of laying in so cheaply, and 
when these were reduced we should doubtless see better rates. Steel 
moved at irregular prices.

YoxoHaMA.—Business had continued brisk since the date of Jast ad- 
vices, and the new Teas had been bought up on arrival at very full prices, 
ranging on an average at least $10 per picul over those at the same time 
last year. Settlements since the last American mail amounted to about 
5,000 piculs of old and new leaf in about equal proportions, and con- 
sisted of all grades from medium to choice. Arrivals had been on a par 
with settlements; the new Teas had been all thin Shimosa leaf; heavy 
arrivals of other kinds were daily expected. Stocks were small and prin- 
cipally of old leaf. The prices quoted are for new ‘leas—Common and 
good common, nominal ; medium, $35 to 87 per picul; good medium, 
$38 to 40; fine, $41 to 45; finest, $46 to 50; choice, nominal. 

Hioco ann Osaka.—During the month about 800 piculs of old leaf 
had been settled at easier rates. Of the new crop some 500 pieuls had 
come to hand, of which 400 piculs had been purchased at prices showing 
an advance of Rios 8 to 10 on last seasun’s opening rates, fine being 
eagerly purchased at Rios 43, and for a parcel of choice extreme rates 
were demanded. From the interior advices reported that the crop was 
abundant, and the quality superior to last season ; but the excessive prices 
asked by the growers would prevent any large arrivals for some time. The 
Edward Herbert was loaded and ready for sea, bound for New York, 
having 241,532 lbs. on board. Quotations—Common, Rios 13 to 18 per 
picul ; good common, Rios 18 to 23; medium, Rios 24 to 82; good me- 
diam, Rios 33 to 86; fine, Rios 37 to 42; finest and choice, none. 


SHANGHAI.—Black: the market for new season’s teas had been opened, 
but not with any spirit, and the stute of affairs was characterised by ex- 
treme depression, if not entire stagnation. Teas had come down from 
Hankow and Kiukiang in large quantities, and there was a stock at this 
port of nearly 100,000 chests, There had been no demand for Bank 
paper, owing to the dulness of the import trade; the banks had conse- 
quently improved the opportunity to such an extent that paper previously 
saleable at 6s. 1d. was quoted at 6s. 44d. This had induced an exceedingly 
tight money market, and had not tended to smooth the way for ‘I'ea ope- 
rations. A further examination of the new crop did not quite bear out 
the previous favourable impressions. There had beon some very fine eas, 
nearly all of which had gone forward from Haokow or as reshipments 
from hence; but the bulk of the Teas offering, though comprising some 
good parcels, was not equal to that available last season. ‘There was 
moch dust and broken leaf which should certainly not appear in teas of 
the first crop. Settlements, 8,650 chesta. Keshipments, 21,000 chests. 
Stock, 98,000 chests, The following prices had been paid :—Oopacks, 
&c., Tls.29 to 813; Oonfans, Tl. 29 to 31; Ninchows and Hohows, Tls. 
27} to 84. A comparison with prices ruling at the same time last year 
shows as follows :—Oopacks, &., 1s. 54d. to 1s. 9d. per 1b.; Oonfas, 
‘1s, 64d. to 1a. 83d. ; and Ningchows, 1s. 54d. to 1s. 84d. per 1b. Green: 
Tn old ten there had been no transactions, and the stocks still held would no 
doubt be mixed of with new Japan or Hoochow leaf as occasion offers. 
Some musters of new Pingsueys had been shown, none however of first- 
class quality. It was asserted that as much as Tis.35 has been offered, 
Stock: 4,200 4-chests Fychows and Shanghai packed; 5,000 }-chests 
Pingsueys. Total, 9,200 $-chests, 

Hankow.—-A large business was done during the early part of the 
fortnight at prices favouring buyers, and the market had been cleared of 
all the first chops of fine teas. Common and medium had been quite 
neglected, and teamen had almost discontinued showing them on the 
market. Large shipments made to Shanghai were chiefly composed of 
these descriptions ; prices of fine Oopacks must be quoted relatively 
higher, at the close sales of second chops of Yang-low-toong and Soon- 
yong being reported at Tls. 19 to 22.5 per picul. ‘he prices paid were as 
follows :—Oopacks and Cheong-sou-kais, finest, Tla. 24.50 to 34.75 per 
picul; medium to fine, Tls. 17 to 24; Oonams, medium to fine, Ts. 15.50 
to 18.50; Oonfas, medium to fine, Tls. 20 to 28.50. The following is a 
comparative statement of statistics:—Settlements, 132,325; contracts, 
6,847 ; shipments to Shanghai, 43,187 ; total shipments, 182,359 ; stock, 
29,998; total arrivals, 212,352 chests. 

Foocnow.—The market was not yet opened, the only transactions re- 
ported being the private settlement of Pehling kinds at ‘Ils. 20 to 32 
(1s. 54d. to 2s. 1fd.), but this was not looked upon as a market operation, 
and had had no effect upon buyers, by whom no eagerness to commence 
business was manifested. Rumours had been circulated of the immediate 
opening of the market, but these had not been verified. Some chops had, 
however, been taken by firms having control over thein, namely, Chang- 
kee and Cheang-mow, by Gilman and Co.; Ee-hung and Suez-fung, by 
Phipps, Hickling, and Co. ; E-yuen, by Turner and Co.; Teen-ching and 
others, by Jardine and Co. ; and Chun-hing, by D, Morrison, but none of 
these Teas had been actually placed upon the market. The arrivals of 
Congous were 58,000 chests less than at the corresponding date last sea- 
son; of Oolongs, 7,000 half-chests less; of Scented Teas, 28,000 boxes 
less. The Congous from the up-country districts, the bulk of which had 
arrived, were in some instances superior to those of last season, though 
not equal to the standard of former years. Total arrivals — Congou, 
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212,000 chests; Souchong, 3,000 chests; Pekoe, 800 chests; Oolong, 
20,270 half-chests ; Scented Teas, 7,000 boxes. 

Canron.—The market had remained. extremely quiet, buyers having 
shown a great amount of prudence in holding off and resisting the demands 
of the teamen. The very bad accounts of the London market offered no 
inducement to purchase, but at the same time there was more unanimity 
displayed than might have been hoped for. Canton Congous: Small par- 
cels for the colonies and India had been taken. Scented Orange Pekoes: 
Settlements made on a small scale, at about 2 tls. lower than opening quo- 
tations. The qualities taken were principally fine to finest. Scented 
Capers: Grades above common scarce, and aconcession of Tls. 2 to Tls. 3 
per picul on these qualities had induced buying to a moderate extent. The 
lower kinds were held for too high prices to enable operators to purchase 
them. Canton Greens: There had been no settlements for England, but 
small chops had found buyers for the Continent and America. Quotations: 
Canton-packed Congou, Tis. 18 to Tls. 20 ; Scented Orange Pekoe, Tls. 22 
to Tls. 34; Scented Caper, Tls. 20 to Tls. 30; Gunpowder, Tla 15 to 
Tls. 25 ; Imperial, Tls. 14.50 to Tls. 20; Young Hyson, Tis. 24.

YoxouamA.—The business, amounting to about 400 bales, had been al- 
most limited to the sweepings of the season, which had been sold at teo 
irregalar prices to make any absolute change in quotations. The tone of 
the market was very firm, and the new season was likely to open at a very 
high range of prices. One small parcel of three bales had been shown as 
new Silk, but was so mixed with old as to form no criterion of what the 
quality of the new season's produce may be; fair arrivals, however, were 
likely to be down in the course of a fortnight. The unsold stock was re- 
duced to about 200 bales very mixed and inferior. Settlements of Hank 
sorts, 50 bales; Oshu, 100 bales; other sorts, 250 bales ; total, 400 bales.

Hioao anv OsakaA.—Supplies had been brought forward freely during 
the month, but they had been almost entirely confined to coarse and in- 
ferior descriptions, scarcely a parcel of fine Silk having been shown. Set 
tlements were estimated at 190 bales of 80 catties. Prices had heen 
irregular, but dealers had generally been dispused to accept easier rates 
for low and inferior Silks. The new crop was expected to be good, the 
weather having been favourable, but the general result would scarcely be 
known in this district before the middle to end of July. Quotations (in 
dollars at 1064 rios. per $100), Hanks, nominal; IJah, fine, 783.74 to 
816.90, equal to 333. 7d. to 343. 9d., per picul, laid down in London; 
do. medium, 701.22’ to 751.18, equal to 30s. 31. to 82%. 1d.; Sodai, 
medium, 638.50 to 676.06, equal to 27s. 7d. to 293. 2d.; Itchisen, medium, 
610.32 to 638.50, equal to 263. 5d. to 278. 6d.; do. common, 525.82 
to 682.16, equal to 22s. 1d. to 243. 41.; Oshu, Hamatki, best, 657.28 
to 685.44, equal to 283. 5d. to 29s, 6d.; do. medium and common, 563.38 
to 629.10, equal to 233. 6d. to 273, 3d, 

Suaxcuit—During the early part of the fortnight, owing to the depar- 
ture of two mail steamers for Europe (Messayeries Impcriales and P. and 
O.), a good demand existed, but sabsequently, owing to the rapid and 
great advance in the rate of exchange, business had been restricted ;-as the 
mail closed, however, the natives who held large stucks of Silk which had 
been purchased at the highest point of the markets in the interior, had 
become very anxious sell:rs, and as they were willing to accept of a declina 
more than the equivalent enhanced cost caused by the high rate of ex- 
change, a fair business was being transacted, and settlements had increased 
to 5,000 bales (including 2,457 bales exported per Phase), giving a total 
from 1st June of 6,000 bales. For tha French mail prices were Tls. 610 
to 6273 per picul for chop third Tsatlees (the latter being the price of 
Koo-fong-sings) ; Tls. 590 to 600 per picul for Market 3; and Tis. 555 
per picul for ‘Red Peacock.” In Karshing Taysauams Ts. 520 to 525 
were reported paid for No. 1, and Tls. 490 to 500 for No. 2; and when 
the steamer left on the 10th June the market was very firm at thesz rates, 
at which some 300 to 400 bales were purchased for this mail. At this date 
exchange was quoted 6s. 14d. for credits, the following day the rate took an 
upward movement, and rapidly advanced to 6s. 44d.; as Exchange ad- 
vanced prices for silk receded, and at the close there was an irregular de- 
cline of Tls. 20 to 40 for market and lower Tsatlees, Tls. 20 to 30 per 
picul for Chops, Tls. 20 to 35 for Karshing Taysaams and all other de- 
scriptions, The arrivals had been on a somewhat. liberal scale, induced 
no doubt by the very dangerously high rates paid for the last English 
and Frerch mails, and the unsold stock was estimated at. about 5,000 
bales. The following chops had been purchased :—‘‘ Tso Pings,’’ No. 3, 
Tls. 600; ‘* Dragon ” (reported on half account with natives) at Tls. 595 ; 
Donkey at Tis. 580, and Red Peacock Tls. 520 per picul. Silk generally 
appeared coarser in size this season than last, and Taysaams are inferior 
tolast year’s silk. Quotations:—Tsatlee, No. 2, 600 to 620; do., No. 8, 
3580 to 600; do., No. 3}, 555 to 580 ; ordinary, No, 84 and No. 4, 530

No. 3, 425 to 455 ; do., No. 4, 5, and com., 380 to 420; Chin Cum, Tay- 
suam, No. 2, 425 to 440; do., No. 8, 405 to 415; Yuenfa and Haininga, 
No. 8, 505 ; Hangchow Tsatles, 440 to 455; Laeyongs, 885 to 400; 
Sewhings, 395 to 410. 

Canton.—Settlements had been on a very limited scale, as holders 
were very firm, aud asking higher rates than those last advised, whilst 
buyers were not encouraged by their advices from home to continue pur- 
chasing.

The China arrived on the 15th June, and reports having sailed from 
London on the 16th November, and encountered strong winds with 
weather dirty coming down the Channel. Afterwards favourable 
weather was experienced until January 17th, the ship being lat. 36.50 
8., long. 9.80 W., weather thick, and blowing strong from the S.W., 
passed over some very discoloured water and much kelp, there could 
not have been more than ten fathoms water. February 9th, lat. 
89.20 8., long. 42.30 E., fell in with a strong S.E. gale, which con- 
tinued for five days, and then had strong variable winds up as far as 
Anjer. On the 25th of February, at four P.m., when in the meri- 
dian of St. Paul’s, and twelve miles south of it, the weather clear, 
tried to sight it in order to test the accuracy of the chronometer, 
but could not until the following day; and discovered the chrono- 
meter to be out 155 miles. Was off Java Head 24th March, and 
drifted out of sight of land on three different occasions—the prevailing 
winds being East with strong current. Left Anjer on April 9th, and 
had a series of heavy squalls; wind variable, and but few observations 
could be obtained. May 30th, the weather cleared up, and continued 
fine, until taking the pilot on board on the Ist June, when, at noon, 
it again set in thick. Anchored at aix P.m., was compelled to re- 
main for thirty-six hours, and reached Shanghai on the Oth, after a 
passage of 201 days.

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THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—Pending the receipt of a more detailed account of the 
Tientsin massacre than that given by telegraph, it would be pre- 
mature to express any opinion upon its immediate or remote 
cause. The question, however, as to how France will act in the 
matter is one of grave importance ; for, if adequate satisfaction be 
not exacted and the mandarins be not made to feel that such 
outrages will] most certainly involve themselves in disgrace, and 
ruin, there will hereafter be but slight security for the lives and 
property of foreign residents at the smaller treaty ports. 

One of the telegrams states that the missionaries were accused of 
murdering children and enone out their eyes, and similar accusa- 
tions, you may remember, preceded the Yangchow outrage in 1668. 
Now, it isa well-known fact that these calumnious falsehoods 
are disseminated in China by means of inflammatory placards, 
which are posted up at the gates of cities or other places of public 
resort, and, seeing the lamentable events which have too often 
followed their publication, it is to be hoped that the Representa- 
tive of France will now insist on the promulgation, in the Peking 
Gazette, of an Imperial decree, making it obligatory on all local 
authorities throughout the Empire, on pain of degradation if the 
duty be neglected, to cause such placards, whenever they may 
appear within their respective jurisdictions, to be instantly re- 
me as well as to seize and punish all concerned in their pro- 

uction,

The members of the Chinese Embassy at present in Europe have ad- 

dreased the following letter to the French Minister for Foreign Affairs :— 
“Twenty-eighth day of the Sixth Moon (July 27). 

“Tt is with a profound sentiment of grief that we learned that the 
scenes of murder and devastation which occurred at Tientsin, through a 
popular rising, have been confirmed by a telegram lately received from 
Count de Rochechouart. We have, on the otber hand, been semi-officially 
informed that the Chinese Government has confided to a functionary of 
elevated rank and eminent capacity the care of opening an inquiry relative 
to these regrettable events. We do not hesitate to affirm that this high 
personage, whoever he may be, will use the greatest diligence in acquitting 
himaelf of his mission, regulating his action on treaties and laws. This 
is for us a reason to hope that the negotiations previously commenced be. 
tween the Duke de Gramont and ourselves, with a view to arrange, as we 
have done with the principal Courts of Europe, the bases of a durable 
understanding on the principles of international law, and which have been 
so unfortunately interrupted at the moment they were about to be com- 
pleted, will be resumed hereafter. Under existing circumstances we pro- 
pose to leave Paris for Spain to-morrow. We shall shortly return, and, 
in the meantime, ask permission to take leave of your Excellency in re- 
newing the assurance of our high eateem.”

‘doubt very great; but that is no reason why we should 
hastily accept any terms offered, in despair of getting better 
ones. Whatever arguments there may be in favour of such 
a course, we retain the conviction so often expressed, that the 
merchants did right to demand the rejection of Sir R. 
Aucoor’s one-sided Convention, and that the Government 
acted wisely in acceding to their wishes. That this would be 
the result we predicted from the first ; but it woald need a 
greater degree of foresight than we can boast of to foretell 
the result of the next attempt at revision. That must de- 
pend almost entirely on the character of the negotiator to 
whom the task is allotted, and the selection has yet to be 
made. 
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LEGATION BUILDINGS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

A PaRLIAMENTARY Paper has been issued showing the de- 
tails of the estimates for Legation and Consular Buildings in 
China and Japan. Major Crossman was sent out to superin- 
tend the erection of these buildings in 1866, but the uncer- 
tain state of the relations between England and Japan made 
it impossible for him at that time to furnish any general 
estimate of the sums required for buildings in the latter 
country. The Legation had their residences both at Yedo 
and Yokohama, towns within a short distance of each other 
rented of the Japanese Government at about £1,800 a-year 
From 1859 to 3lst March, 1870, only £2,500 were expended 
on the Legation buildings, In the current year £500 is pro- 
vided for repairs. It is uncertain whether the Legation will be 
definitively fixed at Yedo or Osaka, or at both places. When that 
question is settled, buildings will have to be erected at an eati- 
mated cost of £30,000. In 1866 there were three Consulaxz 
establishments in Jupan—viz, at Kanagawa or Yokohama, 
at Nagasaki, and at Hakodadi. Rents amounting to about 
£3,500 were paid by the Evglish Government for Consular 
buildings. The Consulate at Kanagawa, proposed by Major 
CrossMAN, has been since erected ata cost of £11,000. Major 
CrossMAN proposes also to build at Nagasaki, where a house 
has been purchnsed for the Consul, and an estimate submitted 
to Parliament for works. It is estimated that it would cost 
£7,000 tu build 1 Consulate and offices at Hakodadi. Since 
1866, the ports of Osaka, Hiogo, and Neegata, have been thrown 
open, and Yedo has become the residence of a Vice-Consul. 
Major Crossman estimates the cost of Consulate and offices at 
Neegata at £6,500 ; at Osaka at £7,000; and at Hiogo at 
£7,000. In the estimates for the current year it is proposed 
to vote £5,000 for Osaka nnd Hiogo. The rents paid by the 
English Government for Legations and Consulates in Japan 
amounted in 1866-7 to £5,300; and in the ourrent year they 
are estimated at £4,050. 

The following return shows the amount expended under the 
superiutendence of Major CrossmMaNN between March, 1866, 
and September 30th, 1869, the probable amount that will 
have been expended between 30th September, 1869, and 31st 
Maroh, 1870, and the amount provided for the financial year 
1870-71 :— 
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THE REJECTED TREATY. 

Now that Her Masgesry’s Government has finally aban- 
doned the Atcock Convention, any further discussion of its 
merits—or demerits—may perhaps be considered wearisome 
and profitless ; yet we cannot allow the paper read by Mr. J. 
Barr Roserrson, at the Asiatic Society’s meeting (reported 
in our last issue), to pass unnoticed. Mr. Roperrson, who 
is the able exponent of views held, we believe, by a far from 
insiguificant section of the mercantile community in China, 
finds a good deal to say in favour of Sir R. Atcoox’s Con- 
vention, and indeed he defends some of its provisions with 
a degree of skill that would do credit to the Treaty-maker 
himself. Broadly speaking, Mr. Ropertson divides the Con- 
vention into two sections ; the first concerning security for 
life and property, the second relating to trading privileges and 
the tariff. That the requirements of the case embraced under 
the first head are not duly met by the proposed Conven- 
tion, Mr. Rosertson unhesitatingly admits; but, with re- 
gard to the second, he cousiders that we should have done 
well to accept the settlement offered by the Chinese Go- 
vernment. They might, he says, have dictated terms far 
more burdensome; for every country has aright to arrange 
its Customs’ tariff, as well as its other sources of revenue, on 
a scale in accordance with its requirements. Then he shows 
that opiam would, after all, be very lightly taxedat fifty tacls 
per picul, considering that the Indian Government derives 
four times as much profit from it; that the proposed “ no- 
minal” increase of the silk duty is outweighed by advan- 
tages obtained in other parts of the arrangement ; that in- 
land taxation is by no means so heavy as has been assumed, 
and that therefore the objections to the proposed commuta- 
tion of transit dues lose much of their force; and, lastly, 
that, ns the question of revision can be raised again at any time, 
it would be good policy to take the Convention as it stands. 

It is not easy to gainsay the assertion that every nation 
has an inherent right to fix its own scale of duties without 
asking the permission of other countries, and this is the 
strongest argument Mr. RoBERTSON adduces in support of 
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as to say that ‘with no other nation were treaties required 0. B50 


“ for the conduct of trade, and he did not see why China 
“should be the only exception.” Here is an extraordinary 
misconception. England has had commercial treaties with 
half the nations ot the globe ; and, as an example, at the very 
time this discussion was taking place in China, a controversy 
was going on at home on the working of our Commercial 
Treaty with France. If it is permissible to make special con- 
ditions by which trade between this country and France 
shall be governed, surely a treaty defining the terms 
on which our trade with China shall be carried on can-

THE WAR AND THE SITUATION. 
(London and China Ezpress.) 

No dispassionate person who reads the projected Treaty 
by the light of the so-called “explanations” of Bismark and 
BENEDETTI can doubt that the two contending Powers are 
very much in the position of an embryo Brigand Company 
(Limited), who have merely fallen out over the division of 
their spoil before it was won, on an uncandid comparison of 
their capital. Both parties were, no doubt, willing to invest 
their reputation—such as it was—and to increase their na- 
tional debts and impoverish and decimate their subjects, just 
as far as it seemed desirable to follow out the principles in- 
culcated in our late Laureate’s lyrico— 

The good old rule, the simple plan, 


That they should take who have the power, 
And they should keep who can— 


was to be applied with all the force of the chassepot, the mi- 
trailleuse,and the excitement of the ory fora “ united Germany,” 
to the extinction of the independence of Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg. The scheme was nothing new, so far as France was con- 
cerned at least. So long ago as 1859 Mr. KineLakg, in the 
House of Commons, openly charged the Emperor of the 
Frencu with having, at Villafranca, proposed to the Emperor 
of Austria to assist him in taking back all that he had lost in 
Italy, on condition of his consenting to the enlargement of 
France “to the Rhine.” This accusation was never denied ; 
and, though the plan fell through then, its promoters were 
not discouraged. France, disappointed in Austria, sought a 
nearer and & more potent ally in Prussia; and she found, ap- 
parently, that she had nothing to apprehend from the coyness 
or the scruples of her last made friend. The plot seems 
to have procecded bravely ; and there is not much room to 
doubt that it would have been carried out “in its integrity,” 
had not old wounds been re-opened on both sides. “When 
rogues fall out, honest men come by their own,” says the pro- 
verb ; in the present case, honest men will probably hold 
their own from the same cause. Hatred between Prussia and 
France would seem to be the normal condition of both nations. 
For more than a century—from 1706 to 1815—both coun- 
tries were engaged in no less than thirty conflicts with 
each other. Turin, Malplaquet, Minden, Montmartre, 
and Waterloo were conspicuous among the victories in 
which the Prussians assisted against the French; and 
Valmy, Jena, Moutmirail, and Monteron, scarcely compen- 
sated French pride for so great a balance of defeats. But 
France had gained new laurels since the last of her distinct 
encounters with Prussia, She had humbled Russia in 1856, 
Austria in 1859, and she felt that the mitrailleuse and the 
name of NAPOLEON would suffice to humble Prussia in 1870. 

Assuming, then, for the sake of argument, that the present 
war, if confined to the two belligerents, will be brought to 
a speedy conclusion, it remains to be examined how far the 
probability extends of other nations being involved in the 
affray, which side their sympathies or interests would impel 
them to take, and what they could gain by declaring war at 
all. To the last part of this question it appears to us that 
the answer issimpleand conclusive. No nation—be it what 
it may—can gain anything by attempting to disturb the 
map of Europe. “ Not one Frenchman in a million,” writes 
the correspondent of The Times, “believes that England will 
go to war for Belgium.” Perhaps we might add that not one 
’ Englishmen in a thousand believes that France would ven- 
ture to annex Belgium in the face of her stanchest and most 
formidable ally. England is the Nestor of Europe. Her 
age, her progress, her achievements, and the admiration with 


which her institutions are everywhere regarded, give her a 
weight in counsel far greater than her present strength in 
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war. The haven of deposed Sovereigns, she is also the sus- 
tainer of threatened dynasties. Always slow to attack, she 
was never known to flinch when called upon by duty, and 
her traditional gallantry and stedfastness is appreciated by 
no Power more than her nearest neighbour. France will 
never seek to annex European territory so long as England 
contents herself with protesting against such annexation, and 
repairs with due, but not unbecoming, haste the ad cap- 
tandum blunders of the present Government in reducing 
her forces toa minimum. England’s voice will be the key- 
note of European action or neutrality. Most of the other 
nations have not only nothing to gain, but also nothing to 
lose—i.e., nothing to spend—by taking part in the impend- 
ing struggle. Spain, the original casus belli, does not care 
two straws about the success of either side ; and she has al- 
ready derived enough benefit from the beneficent action of 
her Republican Government to make her anxious only to 
adopt their recommendation as to the future form of their 
constitution. Russia, while beginning to prepare for even- 
tualities, declares her intention to be neutral. So also 
does Austria. Austria and Russia have need of all their 
revenues to carry on their Governments on a footing of 
peace. We see nothing to tempt Austria to take part with 
either of the two combatants, by both of whom she has in- 
variably been worsted ; and Russia can hope for nothing, in 
any convulsion, unless it is the invasion of India, to which 
the present war is not very likely to conduce. Italy would 
probably incline to the Prussian side, but she would hamper, 
rather than assist, whatever Power she allied herself to, for, 
the moment she ceases to be neutral, she becomes inevitably 
French. Denmark is the Power most to be apprehended, 
and easiest to be excused, for taking part in a strife which 
may restore part of the dominions of which she was deprived 
by the last partition of the Germans. Could this be restored 
to Denmark without embroiling other nations the war of 
1870 would not be without its good. Had the spoliation of 
Denmark been resisted, as it should have been, by England, 
the present war would not have taken place. The English 
Ministry at that time was composed almost of the same states- 
men as the Ministry of to-day. Their incertitude at that period 
was the certain precursor of the presumption of the present 
war—a war which would never have been declared if England 
had retained the dignity in the councils of Europe which she 
It is not, 
however, by contrasting the statesmen of the preseut with 
those of a by-gone day that we can arrive at the solution of 
the question which is on everyone’s lips,—“ Will England be 
able to keepont of the war ?” We believe that she will, without 
forfeiting one jot of dignity ; and our reason for so believing 





is that, although our prescnt statesmen may not be in every 


way equal to the “pilots who weathered the storm” for us in 
former days, they have at least the advantage of not being 
disunited. Party spirit is laid aside in the present crisis, 
aud the result will be that what neither Mr. GLapsToNE nor 
Mr. DisraeEtt, Lord GranviLye nor Lord Dersy, could achieve 


singly, will most likely be secured by the unanimous voice of 


the country. 


THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

On the vote for postal services, in the House of Commons, 
attention was called by Mr. Crawrorp, M.P. for London, 
as to the intentions of Government regarding the Brindisi 
route. The Marquis of Harrinoton stated, in reply, that 
the P. and O. Company had been informed that the company 
would in a given time be required to run theirsteamersto Brin- 
disi. He also proceeded to say that considerable difference ex- 
isted between the company and Government as to the amount 
to be paid to the compauy under the contract. The difference 
arose from the manner of keeping accounts. It will be re- 
membered that the terms of contract involved the payment 
of £400 up to £500,000 per annum, according to the receipts 
of the company from other sources. Should the earnings be 
equal to a dividend of 6 per cent. on the capital, the minimum 
sum would be paid by Government, and a rise in proportion 
on a sliding scale. This plan we stated at the time was most 
unsatisfactory. It virtually made the Government partners 
with the company, and in reality opened the door to all kinds 
of complications unbefitting Government. It seemed a clever 
scheme on the part of Mr. Scupamorg, but we are surprised 
that such a measure should have been permitted by such a 
practical man as Mr, DisRAELI, under whose Government it 
was done, 
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WE have no further information regarding the Tientsin 
massacre, and the postal advices detailing the event cannot | 
reach us until this day fortnight. We may have telegrams 
in the interval, however, announcing the arrival of the troops 
from Hong Kong, and the effect this step produced. We 
shall be curious to know in what light the Chinese Govern- 
ment view this action on the part of the British, as the iusult 
was entirely confined to the French. We anticipate that it 
will prove a most salutary measure, and valuable in checking 
outrages in future. We call attention to a correspondent’s 
letter on this subject, which suggests that the least atone- 
ment the French should demand is the execution of the ring- 
leaders, the rebuilding of the cathedral, and a money com- 
pensation to the relatives of the unfortunate people killed. 
Also the publication in the Peking Gazette of an edict re- 
quiring all local authorities to cause the removal of any 
inflammatory placards. 


Tae Commercial Company of Japan are creating a small 
revolution in the mercantile world at Yokohama. They in- 
terfere somewhat with the operations of foreigners, and con- 
sequently are not looked upon with very yreat favour. Still 
we should not complain of a combination of this sort, as it is 
likely ultimately to produce a large increase in the use and 
demand for English manufactures. If this Commercial Com- 
pany establish a code of honour amongst the Japanese in their 
trading relations with foreigners it will effect much good. Some 
well-disposed foreigner should make this suggestion to them. 
To be able to rely on their purchases and sales, both in quality 
and time, will be a great stride with our Japanese friends. 


Sm Caries Ditxe has favoured us with another ex- 
ample of his vigilance in the affairs of the Far East. He 
has discovered that a great injustice is done by referring 
Consular cases at Bangkok to the Court at Singapore, and 
suggests that the Judge at Singapore should make periodical 
visits to Bangkok to hear such cases. The ignorance displayed 
in the suggestion is simply ludicrous, and Sir Charles is da- 
maging his reputation even more than he did by his book 
“ Greater Britain.” Mr. Monsell, the Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies, very neatly exposed the absurdity of the proposition. 


A DETACHMENT of Royal Marine Light Infantry are under 
orders for Japan. We believe they are simply reliefs, and 
not as an augmentation of our forces in Japan. The econo- 
mical members of Parliament who complained of our keeping 
troops at Yokohama appear to be now satisfied that the bar- 
racks at that settlement have proved of immense service to 
the troops in a sanitary point of view. 





THE CHINA CONVENTION. 

In addition to the letter to the merchants given in our 
last, there is also a despatch from Earl Granvinte to Sir 
RutHERFoRD ALCOCK, which contains a balm for the Minis- 
ter’s feelings, and a very proper tribute to his zeal and effort 
in the tedious negotiations with the Chinese :— 

East GRANVILLE To Sir R. Aucock. 
Foreign-office, July 25, 1870. 

S1r,—The various communications which, since your return to Eng- 
Jand, you have had with this office and the Board of Trade will have 
prepared you for the announcement that I have now to make to you, 
that Her Majesty's Government have determined to advise Her Ma- 
jesty not to ratify the Convention which you concluded with the 
Chinese Plenipotentiaries on the 23rd of October last. 

[ wish you, however, clearly to understand that, although such is 
the decision of Her Majesty's Government, nothing can be further 
from their intention than to impute to yon any blame for the part you 





took in the conclusion of the Convention. On the contrary, Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government most highly appreciate and approve your zealous and 

defatigable exertions throughout the whole of the long and difficult 
Negotiations which preceded the signature of the Convention ; and Her 
Majesty's Government much regret that the view taken by the mer- 
eantile associations in this country and in China of the probable bene- 
fit of that Convention, if ratified, to the commercial relations between 
the two countries, has not coincided with the view which Her Majesty's 
Government had hoped would be taken of it.—I am, &c.,

Monetary and Commercial, 


The Board of Trade Returns for the month ending June 30 
have been issued, from which we gather that the total declared 
value of exports for the month was £17,307,924, against 
£16,740,645 in 1869, and £13,933,054 in 1868. The usual sum- 
mary for the Far East will appear in our next. 

The principal changes in the exports are an increase in fire- 
arms and also in gunpowder. Of beer and ale there has been an 
increase, and in coals and culm there has also been an increase. 
There has been an increase in cotton manufactures, the figures 
of the latter being 275,784,236 yards, against 250,178,712 yards 
in 1869. Linen yarns have increased, and linen manufactures 
show an increase from 16,161,520 to 18,261,481 yards. The ex- 
portation of machinery has increased, and iron and steel have 
also improved. Silk manufactures have increased in value from 
£91,153 to £104,469, and British spirits have decreased from 
120,125 gallons to 97,579 gallons. Of tea there was imported 
during the month of the present year 4,576,457 lbs. ; in 1869 the 
importation was 5,446,790 lbs. There has been fan increase in 
tobacco, and also in wine. 


The tenders for £400,000 in Bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta 
only £3,500, and to Bombay only £2,500, these being all that 
were applied for at the minimum price, although it was fixed 
at 1s. 10}d., a reduction of 1 per cent. The state of the money- 
market seems, therefore, for the moment to have caused almost a 
suspension of remittances to the Kast. 

Bar silver has been sold at 60§d. per ounce, and a quantity of 
Mexican dollars at 59d. These terms show a reduction of 
14 per cent. from the high rates obtained ten days since, and 
indicate that there is no longer a demand for exportation to 
Germany. 

The following vessels passed through the Suez Canal from the 
25th July to the 2nd August :—Homeward bound—the Messageries 
Imperiales steamer Donnai, and the Egyptian steamers Zagazig 
and Migidi (1); outward bound—the P. and 0. Company’s steamer 
Salsette, and the British steamers Crosby, Historian, Petersburg 
and Cordova. 

The Erl King arrived in dock on the morning of the 4th with 
the first of the New Teas from Hankow, and consequently ob- 
tains the extra freight of 10s. per ton. The Erf King left Han- 
kow on the 4th, and Woosung on 8th June, and performed the 
passage in fifty-six days from Woonung via Suez Canal. 

The suspension of Messrs. Brown, Seton, and Co., East India 
merchants and silk piece goods brokers, is announced. Their 
liabilities will reach a quarter of a million, while the assets are 
believed to be anything but favourable. Mr. Brown has left 
London. It is asserted that large losses have been made on the 
Stock Exchange. 

Mr, Edward Cannington Britton, formerly connected with Messrs. 
C. Shand and Co., of Colombo, has been admitted a partner in 
the firm of Clark,’Spence and Co., Galle.

TEA. 

Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson's Circular is as follows :—Since the 
settled alteration of conditions of sale a moderate business has been 
transacted, but without any alteration in prices. The Erl King is in 
dock. Sales of half-chests and boxes have been made at prices ranging 
from 2s. to 2s. 6d. per lb. Foochow Congous : Siftings and Dust con- 
tinue unchanged, broken leaf has keen sold at 8d. to 9d., and inferior 
common at 9d. to 10d. per lb.; an inquiry has existed for common to 
good common at 104d. to 114d., and for fair at 1s. per lb., but only a 
limited business has been transacted. Black-leaf Congous: Common 
may still be quoted at 104d. to 11d., and good common to fair at 
114d. to 1s. 04d. per lb., which prices do not show any improvement. 
Tayshan Congous are unaltered. Souchongs and Oolongs: The few 
parcels remaining on the market are quite neglected. Scented Teas 
and Green Teas are very heavy of sale. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s Circular says :— 

Business has been done at satisfactory prices, especially for Teas 
of second-class quality, say flavoury Oopacks, and tarry Pekoe 
flavoured Oonams at 1s. 10d. to 2s. 1d. per lb., Ningchows, Oolong 
Pekoe, and Pekoe-Souchong flavour, at 2s. 2d. to 2s. 6d., and a 
parcel of 1,200 boxes at 28. 6d. per lb. The quality gene- 
rally bears out the favourable opinions expressed in China, espe- 
cially the Ningchows, and, looking at their superiority, have sold at 
reasonable prices. So far, dealers have{been the chief, if not sole 
operators, shippers’ attention being directed to finest parcels. Of the 
Erl King's cargo, freight for 8,000 packages has already been engaged 
for the Continent, and we understand two-thirds of the Diomed’s is 
destined for the same quarter. eee 


There is no improvement in the market. Some parcels of the new 
crop have arrived and have been placed upon the market ; but although 
these were offered at a figure which shows a Joss of 4s. to 53. upon the 
invoice cost, no business has resulted. 

The following is from Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co.’s Circular :— 
There is an almost universal suspension of business in the Silk market 
since the outbreak of the Franco-Pruesian war, the suddenness of the 
calamity having paralysed the trade; and for the time it can only be 
be said that from a sound and prosperous market, with a good future 
before it, Silk has become extremely depressed, and must now wait 
upon the events of this lamentable war. No pressed sales of any kind 
are taking place, but a few small parcels of China Silk daily change 
hands for consumers’ wants, at about 2s. to 3a. decline from the highest 
moment. The general feeling among holders up to the present time 
is to look forward rather than to force off Silk, seeing that the stocks 
and known supplies from the East for the season are both very mode- 
rate, and even would be under more favourable circumstances incon- 
veniently small for the lately increasing wants of the trade. The first 
arrivals of the new China Silk are at this moment taking place, but 
as a matter of course are attracting no attention, nor docs there seem 
any probability of business resulting at present, particularly consider- 
ing the extreme cost of the Silk. The deliveries from the London 
warehouses in July, although contrasting unfavourably with the former 
month, were, however, quite as guod, if not better, than could have 
been expected under the serious events which are occurring. 

According to a Circular of Messra. Arle:, Dufour, and OCo., of 
Lyons, the outbreak of war, ‘‘as lamentable as unexpected,” haa nearly 
stopped all transactions in the Silk market at that city. Large orders of 
goods for Germany and Paris were withdrawn, but, on the other hand, 
in consequence of the suspension of work in the Silk manufactories of 
Rbeniah Prussia and of many districts of Switzerland, some important 
purchases have been made for English and Ruesian consumption at re- 
ductions not exceeding 10 to 15 per cent. 

COFFEE, 

Small quantities of Plantation Ceylon offered by auction were taken 
off slowly at about the previous value, chiefly by the home trade. 49 
casks 8 tierces 24 bags sold, small, 54s. to 548. 6d.; middling, 59a. to 
608. 6d. ; good middling, 63s. 6d. to 66s. ; pea-berry, 75s. to 763. 

The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated 
as follows :— Plantation 314,255 cwt., against 280,342 cwt. at the cor- 
responding date of 1869; Native, 24,927 ewt., against 39,857 cwt. 
The quantity afloat for the Continent is 22,952 cwt. Plantation, against 
11,846 ewt., and 9,031 cwt. Native, against 22,155 ewt. The quantity 
of Coffee landed in the thirty weeks ended July 30, 1870, was, of 
Ceylon, 20,870 tons, against 22,729 tons during the corresponding 
period of 1869; of all descriptions, 33,469 tons, against 39,402 tons. 
The quantity entered for home consumption waz, of Ceylon, 6,167 
tons, against 6,467 tons; of all descriptions, 10,751 tone, against 
10,759 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 16,511 tons, 
against 14,103 tons ; of all descriptions, 25,795 tons, against 24,685 
tone. The stock on July 80 was, of Ceylon, 12,056 tons, against 18,154 
tons ; of all descriptions, 21,142 tons, against 23,178 tons. 

; SUGAR. 

The market has again shown great inactivity and easier rates 
have been accepted, the decline being the most perceptible in the 
common and medium descriptions. The only sale of East India, 
22,000 bags low Manila at 193. (duty 4s.). The landings for the 
week are 800 tons larger than last year, and the deliveries are about 
on a par, so that the surplus in the stock is increased to 20,000 tons, 
Stock, July 30, 1870, 108,709 tons against 83,715 tons in 1869. 

The quantity of Sugar landed in the thirty weeks ended July 
30, 1870, was—of Penang, 2,277 tons, against 2,078 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1869 ; of Manila, Java, and China, 13,870 tons, 
against 20,481 tons; the quantity entered for home consumption was, 
of Penang, 1,447 tons, against 1,498 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 
14,809 tonsa, against 9,355 tons.

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT. 


TEA. 

The following is from Mesers. Beebe’s Circular, dated 15th July :— 
Since the 1st inst. our market has ruled almost without demand, and 
the sales from fir-t hands are scarcely worth reporting. No change in 
prices can be quoted, as buyers and sellers have by common consent 
omitted business, until the question of future duty was definitely settled. 
This has now been done, the rate having been fixed by Congress at 15c. 
per Ib., to take effect December 31st, and we trust a resumption of 
business will soon follow. In the interim holders, as a general thing, 
while disposed to meet the market at about old prices, are firm in re- 
fusing to make further concessions. This is especially true of fine to 
finest Greens, and as these are known to be in moderate supply, there 
is some probability of a favourable reaction for them when the demand 
for Tea generally becomes more active. Sales of the fortnight are 
limited to 1,300 half-chests Green, 950 half-chests Oolong, and 350 half- 
chests Japan. The latter is a small invoice of new crop (just to hand 
via San Francisco) of choice grade, and are reported to have brought 
90c. gold, duty paid. There have been no further additions to our 
supplies other than those v/a Pacific mail steamer.

to 65c.; fine and finest, 73c. to 80c.; choice, 85c. to 90c, 

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan at the port of New 
York from Jan, 1 to July 18, 1870, were as follows:—Greens, 16,145,101 
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lbs.; Japans, 6,658,269 lbs.; Souchongs, 2,408,937 lbs.; Oolongs, 
8,203,853 lbs.; other sorts, 154,464 lbs.; total, 33,570,624 lbs. The 
siock on Jan. 1 was 9,866,167 lbs.; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 43,436,791 lbs. Subtracting from this total the ex 
pers from Jan. 1 to July 13, 2,992,339 lbs., and the withdrawals for 

ome consumption during that period, 22,153,974 lbs., there remains 
a total of 18,290,478 lbs., representing the stock on the Jast-named 
date. The receipts from June 29 to July 13 amounted to 169,428 
Jbs.; the withdrawals for home consumption to 1,533,065 Ibs.; and 
the exports to 120,440 Ibs. 7 

SILK. 


The following is from Messre. O‘Donoghue and Howell’s report, 
dated July 20th :—We have but little activity to report in the market 
since the issue of our last, the excited condition of affaira in Europe 
during the past two weeks has had a very material influence upon the 
trade here, and no transactions of importance have been made; the mills 
are not running very briskly, and manufacturers for the most part seem 
to think that a small addition to their present stock will suffice them 
for the remainder of the summer season. Re-reeled Haineens 
and Tsatlees, stock of which has been strengthened by recent 
arrivals from China and London, are not at present in de- 
mand. Usual reel Tsatlecs and Taysaame are selling slowly: 
Re-reeled Cantons, extra fine, are in fair demand, and bring 
good prices; the lower grades of the silk are also selling steadily. 
A large business in the fall is anticipated, especially in the weaving 
trade. It is impossible, in the present excited condition of our mar- 
ket, caused by the uncertain state of affaira in Europe, to give any really 
reliable quotations. Gold has advanced within a few days as much as 
10 per cent., and is continually fluctuating ; the prices which we annex 
are such as ruled with gold at 112.

Maibash, nominal; Koshio, good and fair medium, $8.50; Atchezan, 
good, %8.7-8 to 9; fair, $8.5-8; Tamba, $8.50; Sodai, good and fair to 
medium, $10. 

Imports for the past month, 251 packages—valne $196,550 ; cor- 
responding month last year, 738 packages—$270,455.

A large inquiry has taken place for steamers of most classes, but more 
particularly for those adapted for the coal trade. Several sales have been 
concluded at good prices. The number of steamers in builders’ hands un- 
sold being few, both builders and owners are indisposed to sell, ex-ept at 
higher prices than hitherto obtainable. A fair amoant of inquiry has 
taken place for steamers on time charter, and much higher rates are offering 
for vessels of medium tonnage. . 

We have nochange to note, steamers continue to load freely for the 
Eastern ports at former rates.

CASUALTIES. 

The names of the crew drowned in the ship Fusi Yama, from London 
for Hong Kong, which foundered in the Channel on Tuesday morning 
last, after being in collision with the American ship Liverpool, from 
New York for London, were— James M‘Donald, William Franks, 
able seamen; Samuel Ariell and James Fraser, boys. The master, 
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Mr. Borap, who was aleo lost, was on deek in charge at the time of 
the collision. The Liverpool, it seems, was seen ten minutes before 
the accident. The chief mate of the Fusi Yama was below at the 
time, and, bearing the crash, ran up on deck, and saw the master, 
who called out to him to jump overboard and save himself, for the 
ship was going down, and directly afterwards the vessel disappeared. 
‘All that were saved jumped overboard and were picked up by the 
-crew of the Liverpool. For some time it was apprehended she would 
also founder; fortunately she was fitted with four good pumps, which 
were the means of keeping her afloat. 

The Breiz Izel, Jego, from Cardiff to Galle, was found to be leaking 
in the fore compartment, July 22. After being brought to anchor off 
Lavernock Point she was towed on to the Hast Cardiff Flats, and it
